“LAND  ACT” 

WHEREAS  it  is  proposed,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  “  Land  Act,”  to  grant  to 
Inland  Natural  Gas  Co.  Ltd.  (hereinafter  called 
the  “  Company  ”)  rights-of-way  over  certain  Crown 
lands  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating 
a  pipe-line  in  connection  with  the  Company’s 
undertaking: 

And  that  the  Company  has  submitted  that  it 
would  be  expedient  and  in  the  interests  of  all 
concerned  if  the  title  conferred  by  these  grants 
could  be  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the 
“Land  Registry  Act”: 

And  that  the  “  Land  Registry  Act  ”  permits  regis¬ 
tration  of  these  estates  only  where  the  title  of  Her 
Majesty  appears  in  the  register,  and  accordingly 
the  Legislature  has  endowed  the  Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor  in  Council  with  power  to  make  regulations 
permitting  and  governing  the  registration  of  these 
estates  as  enacted  by  section  257  (2)  of  the  “  Land 
Registry  Act”: 

And  that  in  certain  areas  the  grant  will  be  issued 
on  the  basis  of  a  preliminary  or  interim  type  of 
plan  of  the  right-of-way,  based  upon  the  plans 
prepared  for  the  Department  of  Railways,  showing 
a  width  of  the  right-of-way  not  exceeding  eighteen 
hundred  feet,  in  order  to  allow  sufficient  width  to 
determine  the  dimensions  of  the  right-of-way  when 
the  pipe-line  is  actually  constructed,  and  that  the 
width  of  the  final  right-of-way  will,  except  in  special 
cases,  be  reduced  to  sixty  feet,  and  it  is  therefore 
expedient  to  prescribe  regulations  governing  the 
preliminary  and  final  surveys  of  the  right-of-way: 

Therefore,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  “  Land  Registry  Act,"  and  all 
other  powers  thereunto  enabling,  the  following 
regulations  be  made: — 

1.  A  Crown  grant  of  the  right-of-way  in  favour 
of  the  Company  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  proper 
Land  Registry  Office,  and  when  received  the  Regis¬ 
trar  shall  enter  Her  Majesty  as  the  owner  of  the 
land  described  in  the  Crown  grant  in  the  register, 
and,  upon  application  being  made  for  the  registra¬ 
tion  of  the  Company’s  title  to  the  right-of-way,  and 
upon  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  “  Land 
Registry  Act  ”  and  of  these  regulations  in  so  far  as 
they  are  applicable,  shall  register  the  title  by 
endorsing  a  memorandum  thereof  on  the  register; 
provided  that  the  boundaries  of  the  land  described 
in  the  Crown  grant  and  in  the  register  shall  be 
subject  to  amendment  to  conform  with  the  bound- 
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aries  as  defined  by  the  final  plan,  as  under  Regula¬ 
tion  4,  and  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  pre¬ 
scribed  under  Regulation  5. 

2.  On  completion  of  construction  of  the  pipe¬ 
line,  the  right-of-way  shall  be  reduced  and  surveyed 
to  a  total  width  of  sixty  feet,  except  where  a 
greater  width  is  deemed  necessary,  and  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Surveyor-General. 

3.  Where  the  final  location  of  the  pipe-line  is 
determined  before  construction,  the  final  survey 
may  be  made  before  construction,  except  for  post¬ 
ing,  but  such  posting  shall  be  carried  out  within 
nine  months  after  the  completion  of  construction  of 
the  pipe-line. 

4.  Within  nine  months  after  completion  of  con¬ 
struction  of  the  pipe-line  the  Company  shall  pre¬ 
pare  a  final  plan  of  the  right-of-way,  based  upon  a 
survey  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Land  Registry  Act  ”  and  the  regulations  which 
the  Surveyor-General  has  issued  or  may  issue,  and 
shall  deposit  such  copies  of  the  plan  with  the 
Surveyor-General  as  he  requires.  The  Surveyor- 
General  shall,  after  approval,  transmit  the  neces¬ 
sary  number  of  copies  of  the  plan  to  the  proper 
Land  Registry  Office  for  deposit. 

5.  When  the  final  plan  has  been  deposited  in  the 
proper  Land  Registry  Office,  the  Registrar  shall 
amend  the  register  which  shows  Her  Majesty’s  title 
to  the  land  comprising  the  right-of-way  and  the 
title  of  the  Company  by  striking  out  the  description 
of  the  land  therein  and  substituting  therefor  the 
description  of  the  land  according  to  the  final  plan, 
and  shall  endorse  a  note  of  the  Order  in  Council  on 
the  register;  the  latter  description  shall  limit  and 
govern  the  boundaries  of  the  right-of-way  and  shall 
relate  back  to  and  have  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  if  that  description  were  contained  in  the  original 
Crown  grant  of  the  right-of-way  and  registered  in 
the  register.

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: —

103.  ( 1 )  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.

(u)  Hotels,  lodging-houses,  clubs,  or  any  other  place  where 
lodging  is  furnished,  for  which  a  charge  is  made: 

( b )  Hotels,  lodging-houses,  restaurants,  cafes,  eating-houses, 
dance-halls,  cabarets,  banquet-halls,  ice-cream  parlours,  soda- 
fountains,  lunch-wagons,  hospitals,  sanatoria,  nursing  homes, 
clubs,  dining-rooms,  or  kitchens  in  connection  with  industrial  or 
commercial  establishments  or  office  buildings  or  schools,  or  any 
similar  place  where  food  is  cooked,  prepared,  or  served,  for  which 
a  charge  is  made, — 

whether  or  not  such  establishments  mentioned  in  clauses  ( a )  and 
(b)  are  operated  independently  or  in  connection  with  any  other 
business. 

2.  That,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  3,  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every 
employer  and  to  every  male  and  female  employee  in  the  hotel  and  catering 
industry. 

3.  That  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to: — 

(a)  A  graduate  nurse  who  is  in  possession  of  a  certificate  showing  she  has 
completed  a  course  of  training  in  general  nursing  provided  in  a 
hospital,  and  who  is  employed  as  a  nurse: 

(b)  A  student-nurse  in  training  in  an  approved  school  of  nursing  as 
defined  by  sections  22  and  23  of  the  “  Registered  Nurses  Act  ”  of  the 
“  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948 

(c)  A  student  employed  in  a  school  in  which  the  student  is  enrolled: 

( d )  Pages  with  respect  to  section  4  (a)  of  this  Order: 

( e )  Employees  who  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the 
said  Act: 

(/)  Employees  covered  by  another  Order  of  the  Board  specifically  defin¬ 
ing  their  work. 

4.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  employees  in  the  hotel  and  catering  industry 
shall  be  as  provided  in  clauses  (a),  (b),  (c),  and  ( e )  of  this  section  and  section  5 
of  this  Order. 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  clause  (b)  hereof,  65  cents  per  hour. 

(b)  Employees  classified  under  section  7  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage 
Act  ”  or  section  6  of  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  for  whose 
employment  permits  in  writing  have  been  issued  by  the  Board:  The 
wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed  in  the  permit. 

(c)  All  employees  except  as  provided  in  clause  ( d )  hereof: — 

(i)  Time  and  one-half  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for 
all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day: 

(ii)  Time  and  one-half  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for 
all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  44  in  the  week,  where  the  hours 
worked  do  not  exceed  8  in  any  one  day. 

(d)  Clause  (c)  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to 
employees  working  under  an  arrangement  with  respect  to  hours  of 
work  established  pursuant  to  section  5  or  section  11  (3)  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  until  the  employee  has  completed  the  hours 
so  established. 

(e)  Clause  (c)  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  may  be  varied  by 
the  Board  to  meet  the  conditions  that  may  apply  when: — 

(i)  Any  part  of  the  hotel  and  catering  industry  is  exempt  from 
the  operation  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to  section  12 
of  the  said  Act;  or 

(ii)  A  regulation  is  made  by  the  Board  with  respect  to  the  hotel 
and  catering  industry  pursuant  to  section  1 1  of  the  said  Act. 

5.  ( a )  An  employee  reporting  for  work  on  the  call  of  an  employer,  except 
school  students  reporting  for  work  on  school-days:  The  employee’s  regular  rate 
of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the  place  of  work  in  response  to  the  call,  with 
a  minimum  in  any  one  day  of: — 

(i)  Two  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate,  except  where  the 
employee’s  condition  is  such  that  he  is  not  competent  to  perform  his 
duties,  or  he  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  Accident-prevention 
Regulations  of  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board;  and 

(ii)  If  the  employee  commences  work,  4  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s 
regular  rate,  except  where  his  work  is  suspended  because  of  in¬ 
clement  weather  or  other  reasons  completely  beyond  the  control  of 
of  the  employer. 

( b )  School  students  reporting  for  work  on  school-days  on  the  call  of  an 
employer:  The  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the 
place  of  work  in  response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum  in  any  one  day  of  2  hours’ 
pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate. 
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6.  Subject  to  section  7  of  this  Order  and  to  the  exceptions  provided  by  or 
under  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act,”  the  hours  of  work  of  any  employee  shall  not 
exceed  8  in  the  day  and  44  in  the  week. 

7.  That  in  cases  of  emergency  which  cannot  reasonably  be  otherwise  over¬ 
come,  employees  may  be  employed  not  more  than  9  hours  in  any  one  day;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  the  employee’s  weekly  hours  of  work  shall  not  exceed  44. 

8.  That  in  no  case  shall  an  employer  require  an  employee  to  partake  of  meals 
or  make  use  of  lodging  as  a  condition  of  employment,  but  if  an  employee  volun¬ 
tarily  partakes  of  a  meal  or  meals  or  makes  use  of  lodging,  and  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board: — 

(a)  The  meals  are  inadequate,  or  the  charge  or  deduction  for  meals  is 
unreasonable;  or 

(b)  The  employee  is  charged  or  deductions  are  made  for  more  meals 
than  may  reasonably  be  partaken  of  during  a  working  shift;  or 

(c)  The  accommodation  for  lodging  is  unsuitable,  or  the  charge  or  de¬ 
duction  for  lodging  is  unreasonable,  the  Board  may  give  notice  in 
writing  to  the  employer  of  the  facts,  and  may  also  give  notice  that 
the  employer  shall  not  be  permitted  to  make  any  charges  or  deduc¬ 
tions  in  respect  of  meals  or  lodging,  unless  and  then  only  to  such 
extent  as  may  be  specified  in  the  notice,  and  after  receipt  of  such 
notice  no  charge  or  deductions,  unless  and  except  to  the  extent 
specified  in  the  notice,  shall  be  made  by  the  employer. 

9.  Every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each  of  his 
employess  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employee  up  to  a  day  not  more  than 
8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

10.  That  no  charge  or  deduction  from  the  wages  of  employees  shall  be  made 
by  employers  for  accidental  breakages  by  employees  of  any  articles  belonging  to 
the  employer. 

11.  (1)  That  every  employee  shall  be  given  a  rest  period  of  32  consecutive 
hours  weekly,  of  which  the  employee  shall  be  duly  notified  by  the  employer. 

(2)  That  in  exceptional  cases  where  it  is  recognized  that  the  provisions  of  sub¬ 
section  ( 1 )  of  this  section  are  unsuitable,  and  when  the  employer  and  the  em¬ 
ployees  concerned  make  application  in  writing  that  a  different  arrangement  respect¬ 
ing  a  rest  period  in  respect  of  such  employer  and  employees  be  approved  by  the 
Board,  the  Board  may  approve  of  such  arrangement,  and  thereupon  the  arrange¬ 
ment  so  approved  shall  be  applicable  to  the  said  employer  and  employees  in  lieu 
of  subsection  (1)  hereof. 

12.  (1)  That  every  employer  shall: — 

(a)  Provide  suitable  restrooms  for  the  use  of  his  employees: 

(b)  Provide  adequate  toilet  and  washroom  facilities  for  the  use  of  his 
employees. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  subsection  (1)  hereof,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
the  employer  has  failed  to  provide  suitable  restroom  and  adequate  toilet  and  wash¬ 
room  facilities  for  the  use  of  his  employees,  the  Board,  after  due  investigation,  may 
notify  the  employer  in  writing,  setting  out  in  detail  the  changes  he  is  required  to 
make,  and  within  the  time  limited  in  the  notice,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  subsection  (1)  hereof. 

13.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
his  establishment  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby  may  have  ready  access  to 
and  see  the  same: — 

O)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

(b)  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts  and  intervals  free  from  duty 
of  each  occupational  group  of  his  employees. 

14.  (1)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and  correct 
record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  the  hours  worked  each  day 
by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English  language  of  the 
names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses  of  all  of  his  employees. 

(2)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board,  or  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  produce  for 
inspection  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour,  or  condi¬ 
tions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees. 

15.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  19th  day 
of  February,  1957,  shall  take  effect  on  the  6th  day  of  May,  1957. 

16.  That  Order  No.  52  (1951 )  of  the  Board,  made  on  the  17th  day  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1951,  is  hereby  rescinded.

MALE  AND  FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ORDER  No.  17  (1957) 


Occupation  of  Bus  Operator 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Male  Minimum  Wage  Act”  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expression  “bus  operator”  means  an 
employee  in  charge  of  or  driving  a  motor-vehicle  with  seating  accommodation  for 
more  than  seven  (7)  passengers  used  for  the  conveyance  of  the  public,  for  which 
service  a  charge  is  made. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  bus  operator  and  his  employer,  except 
bus  operators  while  engaged  transporting  persons  to  and  from  schools  and  churches 
exclusively. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  bus  operator  shall  be  as  provided  in 
clauses  (a),  ( b ),  and  (c)  of  this  section. 

(a)  $1  per  hour. 

(b)  Except  as  provided  in  section  4: — - 

(i)  Time  and  one-half  his  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  8V2  hours  in  any  one  day: 

(ii)  Time  and  one-half  his  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  47  hours  in  any  one  week  where  the  hours 
worked  do  not  exceed  8V2  hours  in  any  one  day. 

(c)  A  bus  operator  reporting  for  work  on  the  call  of  an  employer:  His 
regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the  place  of  work 
in  response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum  in  any  one  day  of:— 

(i)  Two  hours’  pay  at  his  regular  rate,  except  where  his  condi¬ 
tion  is  such  that  he  is  not  competent  to  perform  his  duties,  or  he  has 
failed  to  comply  with  the  Accident-prevention  Regulations  of  the 
Workmen’s  Compensation  Board;  and 

(ii)  If  the  bus  operator  commences  work,  4  hours’  pay  at  his 
regular  rate,  except  where  his  work  is  suspended  because  of  in¬ 
clement  weather  or  other  reasons  completely  beyond  the  control  of 
the  employer. 

4.  That  the  following  shall  not  be  considered  time  worked  for  the  purpose  of 
section  3  (b): — 

(a)  The  waiting  time  of  a  bus  operator: — 

(i)  When  occupied  on  special  trips,  charter  trips,  excursions, 
and  overloads: 

(ii)  Resulting  from  any  factor  completely  beyond  the  control 
of  the  employer;  and 

(b)  The  lay-over  time  of  a  bus  operator. 

5.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each 
of  his  employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employee  up  to  a  day  not  more 
than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

6.  That  every  employer  shall  post  a  copy  of  this  Order  and  keep  it  posted  in 
a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establishment  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby  may 
have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same. 

7.  (a)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and  correct 
record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  the  hours  worked  each  day 
by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English  language  of  the 
names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses  of  all  of  his  employees. 

(b)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board,  or  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  produce  for 
inspection  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  wages,  hours  of  labour,  or  conditions 
of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees. 

8.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  12th  day 
of  March,  1957,  shall  take  effect  on  the  6th  day  of  May,  1957. 

9.  That  Orders  Nos.  70,  70a,  and  76  of  the  Board,  dated  March  12th,  1940, 
June  21st,  1940.  and  September  21st,  1942,  respectively,  are  hereby  rescinded.
